Dear Charles, 


From your recent letters it looks like you need a boost from your 
friends here in California. Remember, no matter how ruogh it gets, 
how discourageing, how depressing the circumstances seem, we are 
behind you all the way. The only problem is the thousands of miles 
that separates ws, But as we are all members in Christ's Mystical 
Body, when one suffers, we all do. I am so distressed that even in 
Catholic Spain things are not as they should be. You have mentioned 
in one of your letters that you may need a complete year of rest after 
completeing your studies -- to revitalized your life of faith with 
on account of some of the teachings in the university, Teachings 

that state to the contrary many of the truths which we have been 
taught. This is indeed distressing. Even about us here in Los Angeles 
many of our priests are proposing similar teachings, teachings alien 
to the fadth as handéd down by the sacred tradition. These teachings 
need not even be mentioned, as they are so obvious, so insidious, so 
contrary to the beliefs of a true kChristian. 


As Fr. Warren had told me, "the red hots" (refering to the progressives 
who are proposing these teachings within the Church.) "the Wed hots" 

are having their hey-day for the present, as long as God lets them, but 
unknown to them are ourselves, who continue faithfully as ever.

Jubilarians: Frs. Ignatius De Azumendi and Thomas Matin, and Brother 
Saturnino Rendon.

ST. ANNE'S NEW PASTORAL SET-UP 


In order to alleviate the pressure caused by the general shortage of 
priests, the pastoral team at 5%, Anne's informed Father Provincial 
that they felt they could staff the parish with only three priests in- 
Stead of the four they have been accustomed to. 


On March 22, Ме. Granby Hillyer was ordained a permanent deacon for the 
parish. The pastoral team has also hired two laicized priests for full- 
time pastoral ministry: Joseph Kelly (Formerly of Maryknoll) and Richard 
McDonald (formerly from Diocese of Des Moines, Iowa). Their duties, 
starting July 1, will not include the administration of the sacraments. 
Joe will be doing youth and senior citizen ministry. Dick will be doing 
religious education. 


DOMINGUEZ 


On April 18, fourteen deans from California State Colleges' Department 
of Social Science, met for а luncheon and a tour of the Dominguez Adobe 
at our seminary. They were guests of California State College Dominguez 
Hills. 


For the last few months weekends at Dominguez have been filled with 
groups, usually from under-privileged areas, led by priests in youth and 
social work. Some of our own personnel have been involved. There have 
been one-day family retreats from Plaza Church, gatherings of college 
students led by Ron Alves and youth groups led by Modesto Leon.

have been involved in many of the "Search" groups that have had retreats 
at Dominguez.

An extensive collection of rare and expensive books was recently 
donated by the Claretian community of La Placita to the Centro de 
Estudios Chicanos at Cal State Dominguez Hills.

Fr. Provincial opened the Assembly at 7:00 p.m. with a prayer to the Holy Spirit 
for guidance and openness to his inspiration. 

Fr. Bill Ryan, S.J., Director of the Center of Concern in Washington, D.C., spoke 
on the recent General Congregation (Chapter) of the Jesuits in Rome. Their General 
Congregation addressed themselves to the following major considerations: Who are we 
(Jesuits)? What is our mission in the world of today? What is our criteria of 


apostolates? 


Their discussions concentrated on: 
De Identity, 
2) Poverty, 
3) Justice, 
4) Grades and the Fourth Vow (Mission, not obedience). 
Although 90% of their General Congregation voted for equal status for priests 
and brothers, the Pope did not allow it. However, they did approve the direction 
taken at their last General Congregation which was an act of approval for Fr. Arrupe. 
Their D of priorities" was JUSTICE and it was to be included in all 
their decisions. The fundamental mission of а Jesuit in today's world is: ТО SERVICE 


FAITH AND TO PROMOTE JUSTICE. 


At 9:20 p.m. the Assembly adjourned to concelebrate tbe eucharist. 
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TUESDAY, APRIL 15 


Fr. Bill Ryan opened his discussion at 9:00 a.m. with a prayer. He addressed 
himself to sensitizing us to present-day world economic conditions and its problems. 


He touched the following points: 


Ë Modern world economic development started in 1959. Violence can never 


be a means to obtain justice and this desired development. 


+ World changes іп the last five or six years have been too swift for us 
to fully comprehend them. The preoccupation of the United Nations has 
been the highly interdependent, but highly unequal, status of the 
world's nations. The 60's were a decade of development but today 40% 
of the world's population is the same or worse off economically. We 
have discovered that our world is finite: our ability to alter weather 
and rainfall; rights to the sea vilich constitutes 70% of the world's 


area; world population of 4 billion; etc. 


dE The population problem; the justice problem. We have to stabilize the 
world's population. Тһе only birth control that has proven effective 
is a higher living standard. Іп justice we cannot use "life-boat ethics" 
or the "triad theory" used by Army medics in war time (Divide the popu- 
. into three classes: (1) those who will die anyway, (2) those who

Todd review these goals and objectives with each community during the 


Resolution #3 was presented in two parts and the first part was passed as pre-

to work with" was presented. An amendment to change "Pastoral Council" to 
"Provincial" failed to pass. An amendment to insert "at least" before 12 Clare» 
tians" passed. A vote to close debate was twice defeated. Тһе motion in its 
amended form: "ара a list of at least 12 Claretians" was defeated by a vote of 
29 to 28. А recount of the vote was called for and the motion was again de= 


feated by a vote of 31 to 29. 


Resolution #4 was similar to Resolution #3 submitted by the Financial Committee. 

After several amendments the resolution was passed in the following form. 

(4) THAT the Provincial set up an independent committee on Social Justice to 
search out and advise the Province and provincial communities on social 
justice in formation, finances, religious life and apostolates. Among its 


concerns shall be: 
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1) to treat the place of women in the apostolates of the Province; 


2) to implement personal and corporate tithing for the poor. 


Resolution #5 was presented and amended to spell out three areas that should be 


included in the report. The amended motion was passed in the following form. 


BE IT RESOLVED, THAT each community be assigned a month to make a yearly 

report in TIPS on community and apostolic activities.

А) Тһе identity and/orthe make up of the community which the apostolic 
team serves. 

B) It should state their pastoral and religious objectives and goals (nose 
goals and objectives which come out of resolution #2). 

C) Finally, the report should evaluate just how the apostolic team has 


succeeded in achieving their pastoral and religious goals апа objectives. 


The resolutions presented by the Financial Committee were then voted upon. 


Resolution #1 was passed as presented.

THAT an annual estimate of the provincial deficit be made and that the 
provincial government make an appeal to the houses to help pay off the 
annual deficit, so that we do not continue to decrease our investment 


holdings. 


After much discussion Resolution #2 was referred back to the Religious Life and 


Finance Committees for further study and clarification.

Our full title is “Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration of 
the Most Blessed Sacrament and of Perpetual Veneration of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary”. Our Congregation is composed of 
priests, deacons, clerics, Brothers, novices, postulants and lay 
auxiliaries. Except for our lay auxiliaries, we live in Community, 
and after the year of novitiate we profess simple vows of Po- 
verty, Chastity and Obedience. We blend our contemplative and 
active life through prayer, penance, study, and pastoral minis- 
try. Jesus Christ has exhorted all of us through the Holy Gospel 
to pray incessantly and take up our cross daily and deny oursel- 
ves thoroughly, and added to the Apostles, “Go into the entire 
world to preach the Holy Gospel to every soul, in the Name of 
the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit.” 


We firmly believe, for the success of our apostolic life, 
in the primacy and efficacy of prayer and penance. Without 
prayer and penance there cannot be a fruitful active apostolate. 
The blending of prayer and penance unites us to God, In the 
measure of our union with God we are pleasing to Him. The 
more pleasing we are to God, the greater our influence with 
Him, The more influential we are with God, the greater our re- 
demptive value with Christ, through Christ, and in Christ to save 
and sanctify immortal souls. 


After being properly shielded with prayer and penance, 
our Missionary Congregation will be ready for the tasks entrus- 
ted to us, of spreading throughout the world a most ardent 
devotion to the Blessed Sacrament of the Altar and the Ітта- 
culate Heart of Mary, Our Mother. It is around these two devo- 
tions that the entire message of Fatima revolves as it is evident 
from the first Apparitions of the Angel of Fátima іп 1916, car- 
rying the Holy Eucharist under both species, to the last dying 
words of Jacinta in 1920 in regard to our love for the Immacu- 
late Heart of Mary, and to the pleadings of the Child Jesus to 


Sister Lucy in 1926: “What is being done to make known the 
devotion to the Immaculate Heart of My Mother in the world?” 


We, Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament and Perpetual Veneration of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, wish to imitate and preach the Immaculate Heart 
of Our Blessed Mother in Her love to the Holy Eucharist of Her 
Divine Son, and likewise we wish to imitate and preach the love 
of Jesus to the Immaculate Heart of His most sweet Mother. 


In our large Communities, years to come, there should be 
a Perpetual Adoration by day and by night. In our small Commu- 
nities, in our houses of studies, there must be at least three 
hours daily for our confréres before the Blessed Sacrament, two 
hours early in the morning, from six to eight, and another in 
the evening between eight and nine. Besides this Adoration, 
and Veneration, respectively, of the Eucharistic Heart of Jesus 
and of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, imitating these two grea- 
test Hearts, our Missionaries have other paramount intentions. 


First, Perpetual Reparation and Atonement. Second, Per- 
petual Thanksgiving. Third, Perpetual Petition. 


First, Perpetual Reparation to the Eucharistic Heart of Je- 
sus and the Sorrowful Heart of Mary for all outrages, sacriliges 
and indifferences by which They are offended. 


Second, Thanksgiving : for all that we are and for all that 
we have, through the Infinite Mercy of God. 


Third, Petition: Praying that we live every day the Holy 
Thursday by increasing every moment a Seraphic Love towards 
Jesus the Eternal High Priest, instituting the Holy Eucharist, the 
Holy Priesthood, and the New Commandment of Love, The life 
of the Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration should be a peren- 
nial re-enactment of the Mysteries of Holy Thursday. 


Imitating Saint Anthony Mary Claret, we should pray cons- 
tantly for the three-fold grace: a) liberation of the Holy Souls 
from Purgatory, b) the perseverance of the just in Sanctifying 
Grace, c) the conversion of sinners, d) with St. Camillus de 
Lellis, let us beg God to give us the charisma of assisting every 
person in their last agony, and obtain for them a happy and 
holy death. Concerning this last point, God will give this cha- 
risma to the members of our Congregation by their remaining 
faithful to. grace. Our prayer for the dying should be ever abi- 
ding in us with the utmost compassion for them, in union with
